stretch the feet out so that the soles 
are upward. 
Here are some suggestions for a rest- 
ful foot bath:

Baked beans are one of the nourish- 
ing meat substitutes which is com- 
paratively 
Inexpensive. 
But 
many 
housewives have them seldom because 
they require such long cooking. This, 
however, is true only of the "Boston 
baked beans," which require from six 
to eight hours of cooking. It is pos- 
sible to bake beans In less time, and 
if this Is done on bread-baking day 
there will be comparatively no extra 
heat used In the baking of the beans. 


Baked Beans (Five-Hour Cooking)- 
2 cupfuls of navy beans 
2 cupfuls of tomato juice 
2 teaupoonfuls of salt 
>/4 teaspoonful of soda 
1-4 teaspoonful of pepper

Cover, bake for 
two hours very slowly, then remove 
cover and bake in hotter temperature 
lor one hour. Kcop adding hot water 
if it evaporates too quickly.

Drain oft the water 
and season the beans with a llttlo Bait 
and butter substitute. 
If desired, this can bo served with a. 
self-flavored sauce.

stirring until smooth, and gradually 
adding the water from which the beana 
have been strained. Add salt and pep- ' 
per to'taste, then the beans, and heat 
all together thoroughly.

It Is we)) .to make more of this dish 
than Is needed for one meal, as it can 
be served In other ways. 
leftover 
creamed beans can be- made into little 
cakes, rolled in breadcrumbs, beaten 
CRB and breadcrumbs again, and then 
slightly broiled or sauted. 
Or, they 
may be shaped 
Into 
croquettes and 
browned Inside the oven. This latter 
way will make it unnecessary to use the 
fat which is required for maklns cro- 
quettes the usual way—deep-fat frying) 
We are Inclined to look upon the 
relatine 
dish as a 
dessert entirely, 
when, as a matter of fact, gelatine can 
be used to make attractive many of 
the substantial, unsweetened dishes. 
A Jellied loaf of meat, fish or eftsrs is 
very attractive and wholesome. 
Store- 
over, you can use some of the cheaper 
cuts of meat or fish and form them Into 
dishes that are more attractive than ex- 
pensive roasts, simply by the combina- 
tion of gelatine in their cookinff. 
Gelatine, It must be. remembered. Is 
really a food, and is especially whole- 
some for children who need foods with 
auch bone building qualities. 
Cucumber Jelly. 
1% cupfuls of cucumber pulp 
1-3 package of gelatine (1-1 ounce') 
Few drops of onion Juice 
. 1-4 cupful of lemon juico 
1. cupful of water 
% teaspoonful of salt 
Peel the cucumbers, grate and press 
through a colander with as much liquid 
as possible. Add the lemon juice', salt 
and onion juice. Soak the gelatine until 
soft, drain and add- to the cupful of 
boiling water. 
Strain and add to the 
Juices. Wet moulds with cold water and 
pour the mixture into them. 
When 
firm, turn out and serve upon lettuce 
leaves with salad dressing. 
Plain Aspic Jelly. 
Heat ono pint 
of bouillon or con- 
eomme, add to it one-half tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar and o'nu tablcsponful of 
granulated gelatine that has been dis- 
solved in a little water. 
Pour into a 
pan and sei aside to cool. When stiff, 
cut into cubes and servo with n. garnish 
for 
cold meats, fish, vegetables 
or 


salads.

TARKINGTON 


'The Magnificent 
"Amber- 


sons" Is Thoughtful 
and 


Humorous Study of One 
Period and One Family 
in American History. 


N "Tho Magnificent Amber- 
sous" Booth 
Tarklngton 


has given us the story of 
the rise and fall of an 
American family—one of 
the groups which acquired 


Us wealth while other groups were 
losing theirs, and who devoted 
no 


small portion of it to the outward 
manifestation of the precious pos- 
sessions. 


The Atnbersons, of whom the Ma- 


jor was the head, lived in the Mid- 
land City. 
Theirs was the wealth- 


iest fortune in the community of 
small fortunes. 
Theirs 
was 
the 


finest home in the district, and the 
hotel, business block, new ^"addition" 
.—all bore the family nam'e. 


Along with his wealth the Major 


possessed 
certain 
very 
strongly 


marked personal traits. These were 
Inherited In undimlnlshlng force, by 
his 
children 
and 
his 
grandson, 


George Amberson Mlnafcr, son of the 
only 
daughter 
of 
the 
Amberson 


household. 


It is with George that the family 


fortune rises to its point of fall, 
and it Is through George that 
the 


srtory of the blind, devoted folly of 
scores of fond parents and grand- 
parents Is typified by Booth Taj-k- 
ington. 


Mr. Tarklngton gives us more than 


one reminder of his Inimitable Pen- 
rod and Willis Baxter In George, as 
that young man passes through the 
age of long curls and velvet blouses 
with lace collars Into tho preparatory 
school ytage and into the first years 
of college. 


Goorgle Minafer Is just about the 


most, insufferable snob and cad one 
cnn Imagine. Every added detail of 
his young life, through hjs college 
days and on Into the first year of 
his 
life of "being things" as op- 


posed to doing- things (an Idea! of 
life which his "crowd at college" 
espoused) makes the reader share 
with 
his townspeople the fervent 


hope that George will "get his come- 
upance!" 


The reader is more fortunate than 


the majority of trusting townspeo- 
ple, for they pass away before tho 
deslred-for-thlng; happens. 
George 


does get his come-upance, In no un- 
mistakable fashion. And It is In de- 
veloping tho story to that point that 
Mr. Tarkington has used the skill 
which has been responsible for plac- 
ing1 him In the very front ranks of 
American novelists. 


Because of an untoward perform- 


ance on the part of Isabel Amber- 
son's 
preferred suitor, the proud 


daughter of the Amberaon family 
msu-rlea "Wilbur Minafer, an unas- 
suming, quiet chap who "Is the last 
man In the world one would expect 
her to marry." Aside from the facts 
that ho successfully precludes the 
unlucky suitor from winning Isabel 
and .that 
he 
la 
the 
father 
of 


"Oeorgle",1.'.Wilbur Minafer does not 
figure prominently in tho life of his 
family. 
Ho Is one of the typea of 


obscure husbands of rich wives—men 
whose taste for ImMness has resulted 
from the grim necessity of making 
money—and who in the hey-dav of 
his family's social career find habit 
too strong to be overcome, and pre- 
fers to stay by his library flro and 
read, to attending the 
festivities 


which mark the passage of the social 
season. 


George Amberson, Isabel's brother, 


Is a former 
congressman—a man 


YrhOBO father Is weafthy, and who 
has profited by the generosity of his 
parent, but who In business "was 111 
fated with a consistency which made 
him, In that alono, a remarkable 
man." 


George Amberson is a delight to 


meet, whether in the book or out, 
and his type is not uncommon. 


Eugene Morgan, the man who If 


he 
did not Invent automobiles at 


least la made to appear as their 
chief advocate In the days of their 
testing and uncertain future, plays 
110 -inmll part in the Amberson ftiml- 
ly history, as does 
his 
daughter, 


Lucy, the dalntlet't and most capable 
bit of young, womanhood who has 
passed through the pages of recent 
fiction, 


Morgan's automobiles, as much as 


any other factor, are responsible for 
the growth of the Midland City, a 
growth which Is contemporaneous 
with the decline-of the Amberson 
family prestige and wealth. 


Tho story, which is a worthy suc- 


cessor of the best that Mr. Tark- 
ington has done heretofore, Is an Im-

Reader Will Find Neu) Picture of Poet in Alexan- 


_ 
,der Hartley's Boofe 


Alexander Harvey, whose uncon- 


ventional volume on William ' Dean 
Howells. delighted 
a 
multitude of 


readers, and who as a mem'q^r of. 
the editorial stafC of Current Opin- 
ion is well 
known to numberless 


readers, has written a book which 
is destined to awaken a generous bit 
of consideration and arouse much 
discussion. 


Devoting years of study to the 


life and writings of Shelley, Mr. Har- 
vey Is one of the present day au- 
thors who Is qualified to iXesent 
material, new or old, concerning 
that genius, whose vagaries and ec- 
centricities have been subordinated 
to his charm as a .singer of lyrical 
verse. 
Mr. Harvey has long- been a 


writer on the subject of Shelley and 
his circle, but nothing that he has 
yet given to the reading, public has 
equaled his latest volume—the nar- 
rative of ''Shelley's Elopement." 


Tho incident Is one of the Inci- 


dents which one would like to tor- 
get In the llfo of the poet—unless 
one Is a believer that personal and 
domestic Irregularities are a neces- 
sary accompaniment of genius. 


But however tho affair is regarded 


in tho life of SheJIey, the account 
of it and the events leading up to 
it, as they 
transpired 
under tho 


Skinner street roof of William God- 
win, "spiritual guide and teacher" 
of Shelley's unrestrained youth, and 
as they are set forth In Mr. Har- 
vey's book, made most Interesting 
reading. 


That vast army of- readers who 


have been accustomed tb associate 
the name of Shelley with the gentle- 
ness which created the "Ode to the 
West Wind," 
the 
"Skylark" and 


those other Incomparable lyrics of 
the poet's, will get a rude shock In 
reading Mr. Harvey's 
account 
of 


Shelley's 
presence at the Godwin 


family dlnnoi.

The narrative which Mr. Harvey 


has written 
Is~ a simple telling of 


tho story, tho most romantic episode, 
perhaps, In literary history. 
It Is 


a recounting of facts, facts which, 
If not stranger than fiction, at least 
disclose material 
which a master 


writer of fiction will envy as ma- 
terial for a best.seller. 


The book throws an Interesting 


bit of personal light on William God- 
win, the man whose "Political Jus- 
tice" brought 
him temporary for- 


tune and fame, and whoae views op- 
posing 
marriage as an Institution 


were decried by all tho orthodox of 
his time. There is more than wonted 
human Irony in the fact that tho 
man who could write "Political Jus- 
tice" should be married (and for a. 
second time) to tho fat. domineer- 
ing, shrewd business woman who so 
thoroughly Intimidated him on aU 
occasions. 


Shelley's fragile 
girl 
wife Is a 


striking contrast to the headstrong, 
ruthless, bitter girl with whom he 
eloped, and sho is shown in Inter- 
e.iiing- contrast to Clio wo.r.on who 
for the moment wore . ;,iving color 
to Shelley's rather hectic life. 


The book la delightfully written, 


with no attempt to create situations 
and with no apparent effort to im- 
prove upon ?.n already spectacular 
subject.

Of the latter the one likely 
to be of greatest Interest to stu- 
dents and admirers of Eugene Field 
Is the original 
manuscript of, his 


^Temptation of Friar Gonsol." the 
"friar" ' being none other than Dr. 


' Gurisaulus 
himself. 
The 
second 


"friar" mentioned In the poem Is 
Bishop Frank M. Bristol, now of 
Chattanooga, formerly one of Chi- 
cago's best known divines. Both of 
these men were members of the lit- 
erary coterifl that frequented 
the 


Old Book Shop and MCClUrg's fa- 
mous "Saints' and Sinners' Corner." 
Both were, like Eugene Field him- 
self, keen and persistent collectors, 
and were numbered among his closo 
personal friends.

sisted of, how it was used, when nnd 
how 
It was diverted, etc., and

was astonishing1 what I did find. A

portant ones, I soon gathered a great 
deal. 


"Once on the right track I fol- 
lowed Its history until I had it clear 
enough to !ay before any renponsl- 
ble tribunal.

Jesuit padres Kino and Sarlvatlerra, 
to establish missions In Lower Cali- 
fornia that tha fund was contributed 
by the faithful.

fund (he missions ivero established 
fluid largely supported.

many years of administration

Jesuits were 
inhumanly 
expelled 


from all th& provinces of Spain, the 
missions In Lower California were 
placed 'under tho control 
of

Franciscans, and the Spanish king's 
Vlsltaflor General, GalvcH, arranged 
with the new president of the mls- 
Blona. Junlpero, to establish 
new 


rnieMons In Alta, or Tipper Call- 
-fornla. 
For that purpose he drew 
largely on the Pious Fund. 
On Feb- 
ruary 13, 1772, Padre Francisco 
Palou reported to the superior of 
the Convent San 
Fcnnndo In the 


City of Mexico, Fray Juan Roman 
(Je Morn, tho financial status of the 
Pfous Fund. 
"This showed that while the orig- 


inal amount contributed was only 
$179,000, this had Increased In ona 
way or another to over $804,000. 


"After Mexico declared her Inde- 
pendence of Spain, the fund was 
taken In trust by the new govern- 
ment and when In 1830, September 
19, It passed an act attaching an en- 
dowment of SGOOO per year to a new 
bishopric, which It prayed the holy 
father to establish for Upper and 
Lower California, It also conceded 
to the new bishop when appointed, 
nnd hla successors, the administra- 
tion and disposal of the Pious Fund.. 
Accordingly Garcia Diego was made 
bishop and the fund was adminis- 
tered by him until February 8, 1848, 
Santa Ann, then president of the 
Republic of Mexico, withdrew tho 
management 
from the bishop and 


on October 24 of the same year or- 
dered the property to be sold, the 
proceeds 
turned 
Into the public 
treasury, from which ho pledged to 
pay the church annually the sum 
of G per cent of the sum so con- 
tributed.

In the mean- 
time I continued to road every Mex- 
ican publication that I could obtain 
until I had at last found out pretty 
much all about tho Pious Fund, and 
was enabled .to write Its history as 
fully as needed for the instruction 
of any tribunal that might be' called 
on to, pass on our claim.

We" have seen already that the* 


Jesuits had established eighteen Mis- 
sions on the peninsula of Lower 
California. Butjiow a great change 
was coming. 
Clinch asserts, with 


truth; 
"The order 
of 
Ignatiub 


Loyola had enjoyed for two cen- 
turies high favor with the Catholic 
population of Spain and its rulers 
alike. 
The kins, who ordered the 


banishment of the missionaries of 
•California had only five years be- 
fore come forward as the defender 
of their order against the reckless 
charges of Ponbal, and had chosen 
one of Its members as tutor to hto 
son and heir- 
No change known to 


the world had since come over either 
order or Its relations towards the 
I;!ng. 
The latter was pronounced 


in his devotion to the'Catholic faith, 
and his personal conduct was In ac- 
cord with hla religious professions. 
He suddenly launched a proscription 
against the body which he, as well 
as the majority of his subjects, had 
until then held In veneration. 
He 


gave It a name which indicated that 
It was not a legal judgment bur a 
mysterious exercise of royal preroga- 
tive. 
It was not^a royal decree but 


'n pragmatic sanction,' a thing- of 
high 
politics Above the 
ordinary 


channels of justice. 
The term had 


been 
coined b'y. lawyers 
of 
tho 


eighteenth century to describe con- 
stitutional changes mado for vital 
necessity by tho inherent power of 
the sovereign. Its most famous ap- 
plication waa the change in the law 
of succession In the. Austrian domin- 
ions made by the father of Maria 
Teresa to prevent tho disruption of 
Ills slates. 
The, king of Spain gaye 


the same name to his decree for tho 
expulsion of the Jesuits. 
His rea- 


sons for that decree he absolutely 
refused to make known. ' ~~ 


and none could guess the object of 
his sudden council. 
Its proceedings 


were mafked -with a secrecy never 
before attempted lii cabinet discus- 
sions of the most private nature. 
None but the ministers Invited were 
iillowed to enter the council room. 
The 
usual 
confidential 
secretaries 


and clerks were excluded as well as 
attendants and servants. 
The min- 
isters personally 
did the 
clerical 
work. The prime minister, D'Aranda, 
wrote out the decree during the fol- 
lowing- days and 
brought it 
to 
Charles. 
.Children 
were 
brought 


from distant places to do the neces- 
sary 
copying, 
the 
sheets 
being 


divided so that tholr purport could 
not be guessed by the copyists. Tho 
public only knew that edme import- 
ant measure was prepared. 
Sealed 
orders were sent out In March to 
nil 
the 
governors 
of 
provinces, 
alcaides or towns and other officers 
through Spain, but not to be opened 
till the second,of April. 
Like or- 


ders had been already sent to the 
authorities through the Spanish col- 
onies with varyltig dates for open- 
ing so that knowledge of their con- 
tents could nowhere arrive before 
the royal mandate's execution else- 
where." 


It was in November of 1767 that 


the order for the expulsion of the 
Jesuits reached Lower 
California. 


At that time the 
governor 
was 


Moneada y Rivera, whose namo was 
afterwards 
Intimately 
connected 


with the history of Alta California. 
The Instrument to carry 
out 
the 


and wHen assured of Rivera's obed- 
ience that Portola. told the nature 
of his own .instructions. . They had 
keen given to him directly by the 
viceroy and were to be carried out 
without the smallest change, and 
with tho utmost possible hnste. He 
was to reach 
Loretto 
and 
when 
there to aj'rest the superior of the 
missions and any members of the 
order -within reach, after which he 
was to call for Rivera's assistance 
to arrest all other Jesuits la the 
peninsula. 
It Rivera- showed- any 


reluctance to the task he and his 
nien were to be at once disarmed 
nnd sent as prisoners 
to 
Mexico, 


after which Portola was to seize 
the remaining priests as quickly as 
possible. It any disturbance should, 
follow among the Indian converts 
It was to be suppressed by armed 
force, without mercy, as rebellion 
against the king. 
As soon as tho 


priests were all secured they were 
to be sent In a body to San Bias as 
state prisoners. 
What their 
ulti- 


mate fate waa to bo or the motives 
of their arrest Portola knew noth- 
ing. 
He was simply Bent aa a. HO!- 


dler under military obedience 
to 


carry out the commands 
of 
the 


king.

"With all his military respect for 


orders, Portola modified 
somewhat 


the harshness of his instructions in 
practice after 
some 
conversation 


with Rivera. 
Ho had been given 
to understand that an Indian revolt 
was expected by the viceroy and 
. 
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provisions of the king's order was 
when ho found no dang&r of such an 
another military man who was to 
become an

California history, and whose move- 
ments were to lead to the discovery 
of San Francisco Bay and ultimately

California:

The governor of 


California, Rivera, was in the neigh- 
borhood -with a small par\y and he 
at once called on the newcomers.

Ing Loretto simply sent for Father 
Ducre, the superior, and to!-J him 
his instructions. 
Tho latter at once 


signified his submission and 
oven 


promised to carry

the 
royal 


ordoj's by

co-operation. 


Three Jesuits with him gave like 
assurance. 
At Portola's request the 


superior sent native messengers 
to 


every mission. 
Ho 
charged 
hla 


brethren, under tho law of religious 
obedience, to toll their congregations 
that they were to leave them by 
orders of the king, but that other 
missionaries would come to replace 
them soon. 
They wore to 
urge 


cxllo. 
He might only 
bring 
his 


clothing, breviary and three other 
books as his own. Oho was to be 
theological, one of history and tho 
third asoetlo. 
Such waa tho wealth 


carried by the Jesuits from Cali- 
fornia after seventy years' work in 
its missions. 


"The orders of 
Father 
Ducrue 


were exactly obeyed 
by 
all 
his 


subordinates. 
Tho 
Indians 
were 


pantc-£trlcken but 
made 
no re- 


sistance. 
As each soldier commis- 


sioner was installed the Jesuit pas- 
tor, took his road to Loretto. They 
were all gathered there in Feb- 
ruary, fifteen prlostu 
and 
a 
lay 
brother. 
Exactly the same number 


had left their bodies In California 
during the seventy years of mission 
work. They came from KadA Kaa- 
man In the north and from Cape 
San Lucas In tho uo'uth. 
Portola 


received the" exiles with respect'and 
wrote plainly to the viceroy-that 
the precautions he had ordered were 
needless. 
A letter from tho king 


would have been enough to bring 
every Jesuit in California, to Mexico 
without a soldier. 
'fho proinptitudo 


of the Jesuits In complying \vlth the 
order of their 
superior 
was 
in 


curious contrast with the delays in 
the execution of tho royal orders 
by the state officials. 
It lmd taken 


Clve months to convey tho 
latter 


from Mexico to California. All the 
nilsslonarle's of the peninsula'spread 
througli a ,wlld 
country 
over • a 


thousand miles in length, receiver} 
their Instruction from Loretto and 
compiled with them by surrender- 
Ing themselves thero as 
voluntary 
prisoners 
'within 
seven 
weeks; 


There were at .the time fourteen 
mis&long extending 
from 
Santiago, 


near Cape San Lucas, 
to 
Snntsi 


Maria, near the mouth of the Colo- 
rado. 
The whole number founded 


by the Jesuits In Lower California 
was eighteen, but four had been 
united with othors aa visiting sta- 
tions before this time. 
They woro 


divided into three districts, each of 
whloh was a community under Ha 
own rector. 
Tho superior of mis- 


sions had the office o£ visitor and 
was bound to Inspection of 
every 


establishment during his three years' 
term of office. 
Tho general visitor 


of the Mexican missions also mado 
another 
Inspection 
every, three 
years. 
Returns from each estab- 


lishment were made yearly.

"The departure of the 
teachers 


who,

was 
marked 
with

scarcely less affected and \vhon the 
priests woro going on shipboard all 
the old soldiers camo to kiss tho 
feet, of each exile and receive his 
blessing. 
Portola and hia soldlera 


treated thorn with sincere 
respect 


and could not assign any reason 
for their orders, but they obeyed 
them aa a military duty.

once conducted on board tho gov- 
ernment vessel, which immediately

Jesuits 


•were not allowed to land at Cadiz, 
but transferred to another

states and there landed them penni- 
less, to ask food from the ch'arlty of 
strangej-s. It was a strange endlngr 
of the work begun by Salvatlerra 
and Ugarto, hut really no stranger' 
than the deaths of Tam'aral and 
Carrftnzo in tho same, work." 


Th'o 
autocratic 
power 
of 
a 


monarch was never better exempli- 
fied than in this expulsion and prac- 
tical Imprisonment of the Jesuits. 
It came as a thunderbolt out of a 
clear sky, or an earthquake shock 
to a sleeping people. But the king 
and his. counsellors had so 
effec- 


tually planned the carrying out of 
the edict that it was successful, and 
tho Jesuits were completely -banished 
from all Spanish 
territory. 
This 


naturally loft the missions.' founded 
and conducted by the Jesuits among 
the 
Indians* in Peninsula. Califor- 


nia without leaders. 


Who should take the place of the 


Jesuits? The Franciscans were' de- 
cided upon, and the College of San 
Fernando, in tho city of Mexico, was 
required to furnished 
the 
given 


number of missionaries. 
This was 
a larg-e And unexpected draft upon 
their man resources, but the guar- 
dian of the college responded to the 
best of his ability. The' very vessel 
that brought the deposed Jesuits to 
the mainland from 
tho 
peninsula 


took back sixteen Franciscans 
to 


take their places. 
These %yere un- 


der the charge of Junlpero Serra, a 
man chosen to be tholr lea,der on 
account of th'e 
excellent 
equalities 


already displayed in his miaalonary 
career. 
In the 
interim 
soldiers, 


under the command of Don Gtiapax 
tie Portola, were In charge. 
"The 


soldier administrators," says Clinch, 
"had no Inclination to give up 
the 


mission farm or . flocks when 
the 


Franciscans arrived, though they al- 
lowed them to take charge of the 
churches and occupy the houses of 
tho former priests. 
Serra, as; an 


experienced 
Indian 
administrator, 


asked Portola to carry 
out 
the 


royal orders and give him charge 
of the temporal as well oa . spiritual 
affairs of the missions. 
but 
the 


governor 
declined to make : any 


change In the arrangements ho had 
already maflo on his o\vh authority. 
Ho ret&rred the question to 
the 


vlcerby and the Franciscans had to 
begin their work without any right 
to direct the actions, of the natives. 
They ivere merely given rations Jor 
their own support and' cv&n these 
not in their own houses but as tho 
guests of the soldier agents. 
'•'.The Indians naturally regarded 


their new priests lii a \fery different 
light from their.. :old teachers. 
The 


soldiers -ordered' everything In con- 
ncution with the farm 'work 
and 


other occupations and moreover they 
treated tho natives as slaves. 
The 


Irrigation and cultivation was 
left 


undone and the 
1'Oldler 
mariagera 


wasted the. community stores reck- 
lessly for their own wants or whims. 
in six months It was found that in- 
dividual soldiers 
had 
slaughtered 


from three to six hundred caUlA In 
single missions. A year of such ad- 
ministration would -leave the wholo 
peninsula without food for its peo- 
ple. 
The Christian Indians 
*rew 


disheartened and fled away to. the 
mountains to find food In the old 
savage way or to die. The "Fran- 
ciscans reported everywhere tho dis-

Heaven when fed by glorious facts 
and 
truths, 
and 
that 
force ex- 


pression. 
That is the very genesis 


of 
art—the 
feeling 
that 
forced 


the caveman to trace his* crude fig- 
ures on walls of his habitat. 
And 


Just as true was It the impetus that 
impelled men and women who are 
not artists, but who hold In their 
souls the essence of expression, 
to 


fare forth on Sunday and Monday 
with devilish noises and whoops and 
shouts, with singing and dancing, 
with waving of flags'and flashing 
rockets 
to 
give expression to 
the 


greatest emotional surge that has 
ever swept the souls of men. ' 


So, after the expression of those 


glorious daya, I am at last prepared 
to yield to William Morris, who de- 
clares that "every man Is an artist." 


Now, about those noises. 
True, it would demand 
much of 


truth to concede a place for the ca- 
cophononous noises in art. They 
were awful. 
About that there Is nc. 


debate, but that Is the only medium 
of expression that many people pos- 
sess. ShaU we take It from them, 01 
wait until they find through educa- 
tion some more happy- and civilized 
a medium, 
like 
singing, 
dancing, 


feasting together in congenial groups, 
laughter, companionship, that 
the 


Pleasure shared shall be doubled? 


It has often been said of 'Ameri- 


cans that they take their pleasures 
noisily, our critics having in mind 
our Fourth 
of 
July 
celebrations, 


when we thought we had to explode 
firecrackers and bombs that our pa- 
triotism might be properly expressed. 
But 
it is a • noteworthy fact that 


America, during the last ten years 
has quite outgrown the primitive cus- 
tom, and we haye just as much fun 
.as ever, and just as much enthusi- 
asm in our attitude toward our coun- 
try, but it is expressed through 
the 


medium of thought and speech, and 
dancing and singing. 


And as we develop our powers 01 


thought and speech, those of us who 
are not born artists will find in lan- 
guage a normal outlet for our stir- 
red emotions, without the help of 
cowbells, sirens and other contrap- 
tions that menace the tympanums of 
tho conscious. 


However, thank Heaven for tho 


sirens and cowbells at this time, for 
they became the volcanoes that gave' 
vent to 
the 
pent-up 
emotions of 


four soul-trying years. 


And 
we 
lived through it, 
and 


thought it great fun. 


But perhaps as we grow a. century 


or two older, we may learn to mako 
a holiday with music and flowers 
and dancing, and assembling in the 
sunshine with congenial spirits, with 
renewed friendship and loves to glo- 
rify the day we celebrate, the cow- 
bells perhaps, yielding to community 
singing—the thing 
Arthur Farwell 
talks about.

Oakland holds the honor of own- 


ing a business man—a tailor—who 
had so keen an appreciation of art 
that he waa willing to exchange .his 
merchandise for pictures. 
And that 


was James Hahn. 


It is a matter of history of how, in 


the days before the fire, he equip- 
ped Maynard Dixon with the habili- 
ments 
oC polite 
society when the 


cowboy painter determined to break 
into New York.. 


I remember a big dinner the Se- 


quoia Club gave to the painter on the ' 
eve of his departure fnr the heaven 
of ambitious 
American 
artists, at 


which a 
number of distinguished 


Californians 
were 
present, 
among 


them 
Denis 
O'SuIlivan, 
the sweet, 


singer—the last song he sang in pub- 
lic,- by the way, in his beloved San 


Francisco, and It' was "The Wearin' 
of the Green." 
And those of us who 


heard it wear it in our hearts to this 
day. But that is another story. 


When the guest of honor put in 


appearance, we instinctively looked 
for the cowboy hat and the flowing 
tie, if not for the corduroys of 
the 


studio. 
. 
. 
. 


But instead there appeared on the 


horizon a tall, thin vision in conven- 
tional evening togs. 


Nor was that all. 
When the two hundred 
or more 


guests had rallied from the shock, 


The modernist, the Russian Boris 


Anisfield, whose revolutionary con- 
cepts have aroused the Interest of the 
initiated and the anathema 
of 
the 


layman, ig showing New York his 
newest 
concepts 
in 
the Brooklyn 


Museum. 


Of the collection'of broadly painted 


expositions of the'dashing- Slav, euy 
du Bois in the Evening Post Maga- 
zine has this to say of it, in his own 
Illuminating style: - 


"There are 
120 numbers in" the 


catalogue of the.collection o£ paint- 
ings and drawings by the Russian, 
Boris Anisfeld, shown at the Brook- 
lyn Museum, where 
it will remain 


until December l. He is of the mys- 
tic imaginative modern 
school, an 


intellectual driven by the antipathies 
as well as the sympathies of a cer- 
tain ultra fashionable group. 


"It Is a just theory that art should 


not concern itself with morality, and 
should leave preaching to preachers. 
But all life is touched by morality, 
and the art which does not aim at 
the exposition of life Is futile. It is 
well to say no to morality, for the 
modernist to decide to^>e unmoral, 
but the very color of everything that 
he looks at will-bring him again to 
that most unavoidable theme. .It is 
in his blood. It is a thing which he 
accepts unconsciously, or which he 
denies with the 
wide gesture of a 


revolutionary. And the more he de- 
nies It, the more it is a constant pre- 


occupation, which, it negatively, wilt I 
dictate the character and even the \ 
terms of all his essays. 
His hatrefl 


of ,the bourereols is really the hatred 
of a rational code 'of morality. 
He 


feels that he sees moro clearly U he 
only sees conversely. 
He seeks free- 


dom at *iny and all costs, That seed 
of egotism which makes an artist of 
him goads him to be different, and 
goading turns him often into a febrila 
and 
headless impatient. Like the 


world's, his wach-word is liberty, but 
it Is a liberty which ho seeks to carry 
further than the. world's or, If not 
further, at least differently. Not in- 
frequently, on all common beliefs he 
becomes an habitual, which Is a con- 
ventional, objector, and assumes the 
objection to be his proof of freedom. 
He would rather 
break a shackle 


which Is difficult than to slip iut of 
one which, as this sort 
of shackle 


goes, is easy. He must be sure that 
there will be no mistake about his 
'freedom.' 


"And 
that 
really 
Is something 


which could 
be 
gauged by a time 


clock quite often, for it is a question 
of newness. 
Of course his care Is 


not so much to be-the thing as to 
express it. That quest of the mod- 
ern or of the fashionable 
(a latest 


thing), which he pursues In general 
more avidly 
than 
other men, haa 


lately put him in many serious dilem- 
mas; floated him frequently out of 
his 
depth. 
His 
audience—always 


limited—had, before the war, tn,- 
come sated 
with 
those 
common- 


places of life in which the greater 
proportion of art was dealing, it 
was not enough for him to exagger- 
ate the commonplaces, to carry them 
almost beyond recognition. He felt 
that he must lay them aside alto- 
gether. 
It was then that ho began 


to explore that new world opened to- 
him, as others, by men like Rops, 
Moreau, Baudelaire, Verlalne, Wilde, 
Mercel Schwob, Poe, and the trans- 
lator of the Arabian Nights; a. new 
world and perforce one of greater 
liberty, real or seeming, 
for 
each 


new step Is palpably In that direc- 
tion. Its ground, so exotic, so full of 
rare and 
noxious ' perfumes, drugs 


and dreams, of devices of a super- 
civilization, put light in dull eyes, an 
edgre on jaded appetites. 


And then 
vital" art 
was divided 


into two parts, one still a great deal 
larger than tho other, to bo sure, one 
moral 
or 
healthy, 
if 
sometimes 


broadly honest, as In.the case of the 
Whitmaflltes, tho other immoral and 
. 


unhealthy. 
This latter strange and 


sickly art, a hothouse plant, an Ori- 
ental Importation 
like 
the 
opium 


over which Coleridge and De Quln- 
cey fought, had Its appeal in that the 
common man considered It vicious. ' 
Cause enough-—this chance, to tweak 
the hated bourgeois nose—to bring 
virile results from the brushes of v 
the habitual objectors. Say .white to 
if 


them, and' 'they will shoot enough 
black at you, almost enough, to bowl 
you over. 
Say -imitation, and they 


will flare 
back 
with 
abstraction, 


though that which they really at- 
tempt to do Is supplant the imita- 
tions of.shapes with the Imitation of 
sensations. This perhaps because of 
a realization that the sensations de- 
rived from the 
o!d shapes will no 


longer give aesthetic shock to 
the 


small 
handful 
of 
the initiated to 


whom they cater.

What' lots can . do toward-supplying 


the home table with frosh eggs:

Four slacker lots planted to 
dwarf ;rnl)o_ should r pfpduc^.: approx- 
imately SOQ pbiinds of grain without any 
irrigation. This together" with green" 
feed from the war garden should go far • 
toward feedlng:ono <lozen'hens.for one 
ycar.^. One doz»n, whlto leghorn hons^ if 
properly'cared for, will supply enoush 
fresh/eggs for tho avoragu family's need. 
The high 'price of fresh eggs Is said to 
be due to shortage.; Then moot this con- 


dltionj.by keeping a dozen white leghorn 
hens. And then see to It that you grow 
feed for them. Why pay the exorbitant' 
prices for eggs when you can .have them 
at lesser cost? 


Keep a few rabbits, Just enough to 


supply your table with nutritive meat 
and possibly a few to sell at. the Munici- 
pal Free War Market.

small and tho profits are great;

war garden will supply all food neces- 
sary for theso animals. 


HOW TO PREPARE A SEED BED. 
Good soil for seed-bed consists of one 


part of well rotted manure, two parts 
of good garden loam or rotted sods and 
one pnrt ot sharp, fine sand. 


Do not let manure remain exposed to 


the weather lest the strength bo leached 
out of,it. The addition of leaf mold or 
peat willl tend to make tho soil better 
adapted for seed-bed purpos'ea. Mix all 
-the 
ingredients together and sift through 


a sieve. WeCf] seeds and thn spores of 
fungous diseases that are present 
In 


the', sol! for ^n'.seed-bed pi ay bo killed 
by placing the soil In pahs and baking 
It for an hour In a hot oven. 


• Secure your winter supply of nuts at 
the Municipal Free War Market from 
the grower. They are this year's "nuts, 
fresh and good and .the price Is right. 
Nuts are good substitutes 
for.meats.

WHY PLANT MORE WAR GARDENS

through the woods, and rushed every- 
thing.

tions—the boys just' tore Into every- 
thing without a minute's reflection.

don't know why they weren't all killed 
at the start,.but wa didn't lose many. 
Perhaps It was tha surprise. 
"That's what the Germans saldv One 
time early io the day when wa cama.to 
our first machine-gun -nest, the boya 
were walking along, talking and laugh- 
ing, with' their guns hung over their 
shoulders.-Without considering an In- 
stant they went whooping into the ma- 
chine gunners, never unswlnglng their 
guns. The boches surrendered to a man 
without fighting—they told a 'chap .in 
the outfit who could speak German' they, 
could not understand how men could 
charge a machine-gun, with guns over 
their shoulders i and that they, 
the 
boches, had surrendered through cheer 
amazement. 


"So things went until the morning of 
the third day. when, we' reached a corps 
objective. I'd had anywhere from 20 to 
200 men with me, a number always 
changing as they got attached Vo units 
on either side of me. I sometimes had 
groups of their men fighting with me. 


«MRE GETS TOO HOT. 


"The 
, objective I mentioned was a. 
little 
ravine, with heights oa three 
sides, which were brush covered. In the, 
bottom of the ravine were frees arid 
ruins of a little village. We pushed into 
tho ravine, after reconnolterlng. and 
drawing no fire. 
There :vrere • forty of 


us. Suddenly machine-guns opened up 
on us from all sides. Wo got cover as 
best we could.

"I discovered we were well.ahead of 


the Americana on both sides of us, and 
told tho boya to make a run for It 
back the way we came, in groups of two 
or three. 1 waited until the last, and 
by that time had twelve wounded with 
me, and several killed.

cover under a bush mysolf. Tho: boches 
concentrated ,flre on that bush, and 
bullets cut twigs Just above me, cut the 
pack oC my back as cleanly as 'you 
could have done it with arkntfe, clipped 
;he hoel off my boot, and wore coming 
dangerously close. I wasn't touched. 
'.'But I knew .I'd have to get out, and 


made a run for H. 
Bullets rained 


around me, and I dropped, playing,pos- 
sum. 
They quit firing then. 
Then I 
moved a bit after a whllo. ' Bullets 
rained around me, but they were poorly 
aimed. I twitched and lay atlll again, 
as though dead. They quit firing, but 
artillery opened up on tho ravine. Shells 
exploded till around.' One Just missed 
my head and plowed Into the mud-so 
close I could have reached out and 
touched It.

HUN SHOOTS WOUNDED. 


'Around mo,.I could hear the wound- 
ed, and could see some of them. Every 
time , one- of them moved the machine- 
guns opened fire on him.

could see him on the opposite side of 
the hill. Right above mo was a bochb 
machine-gunner shooting at tho .wound- 
ed lieutenant. In -his agony the latter

'again. I swore then and there to get 
that machine-gunner above me, If it 
took my last breath. 


"About 6 o'clock In the evening, after 
I'd been there more than eight hours 
without budging, I heard shouts, arid 
knew reinforcements were coming.

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MEXICAN SHIPPING. 


A uew line of steamships Ls to be established on 


the Pacific Coast by a large Japanese.navigation 
company. It will participate iii the coastwise 
trade of Mexico in the Pacific and between Mexi- 
can and other ports in this ocean. 


This information Is contained In an article pub- 


lished in the Mexican newspaper SI Universal of 
October 9, a translation of which has been fur- 
nished br American Vice-Consul Eowe of Mexico 
City, 
According to this announcement the De- 


partment of Communications and Public Works 
of the Mexican government has approved a con- 
tract with the Japanese company. The new linn, 
of eight steamers, is to be established eight months 
after the signing of the contract, which means by 
June of next year at the latest. 


The conditions agreed to are considered ad- 


vantageous to the Mexican government. The ne\v 
company binds itself to take into service studentvj, 
pilots and engineers appointed by the government, 
and to make a discount of 75 percent on all pas- 
senger rates to Mexican immigrants. It also 
ngrees to carry free of charge all correspondence 
and certain classes of freight. As compensation 
the company will receive from Mexico far a period 
of five years a subvention proportioned to the 
tonnage transported, but its obligations to the 
government will remain In force and shall. be 
maintained for a period of ten years. 


;This new arrangement bj the government of 


Mexico is to be taken as a notification thai. Mex- 
ico' proposes to take advantage of every qppor- 
rutrity by which production, business and mari- 
time commerce may be promoted. The condition 
by which Mexican young men inay receive training 
in seamanship and steamship operation will prove 
vpr.v .useful to the southern ropublic. Indeed, it 
is an essential preliminary to the establishment of 
a;Mexican merchant marine. 


That Japan is able to serve Mexico in this 
man- 


ner, and at the same time advance notably her own 
interest, is due to the lack of legislative restric- 
tions and 'flic presence of legislative help which 
Japanese .shipping companies enjoy. 
There has 


been forehanded preparation for peace in Japai*. 
The United States will be called upon to meet 
many similar situations in competing in the mari- 
time trade of (lie world. 


METHODS THE SAME.

ment, but ilio composite heart and mind of the 
present governing authorities are suspiciously 
like Uiose which ruled the empire during the last 
four and a half years. This at least is the in- 
evitable conclusion to be drawn with such out- 
ward manifestations of the alleged new regime as 
Eave become known.

And not 
satisfied with this indiscretion, it ignores the 
government and attempts to appeal to the Amer- 
ican people.

some of her stolen booty. H knows that it is a 
most discourteous procedure. And discourtesy tc 
one's enemies during an armistice is often a 
serious thing. 


"Another German woman, Anita Augsburg, ha; 


taken the first step toward opening communica 
tions with a pacifist leader in the United States 
She has addressed to Miss Jane Addams, who 
has not been heard from since she uttered 
infamous calumnies against Allied soldiers, a let- 
ter asking for efforts to ameliorate the armistice 
conditions. This German agent is more reckless 
than the others, for she makes the amazing decla 
ration, "We are all free voters of a" free republic 
now." 
If this is a sample of feminine veracity in 


Germany the women of that country must remain 
in the category with former German statesmen. 


Until peace is proclaimed, which will be after 


the signing of the final peace agreement, prob- 
ably not less than six months heiice, the laws 
against sedition and dealing with the enemy 
should be enforced. There will be many enemj 
efforts, such as those mentioned above, and the} 
should be nipped iu the bud.

WAS THE "FLU" TO BLAME? 


How important results sometimes • binge on 


inconsiderable and unexpected incidents is illus- 
trated in the fight in the second senatorial dis- 
trict. Because of the prevalence of the influenza 
the polls of Ingot precinct in Shasta county 
remained closed on election day. In that precinct 
95 voters are registered. 


In the district W. B. Shearer defeated E. W. 


Eifendahl. by three votes. ' Shearer is wet am 
Eifendahl Is dry. 


It is believed that the State Senate will be so 


constituted by this result that ratification of the 
national prohibition measure may be defeated 
Eifendahl might have been elected i| the polls o; 
Ingot precinct had been open. It la also possible 
that a refusal by California to endorse this 
national amendment may be the turning of a tide 
against it. 


How costs have increased in unusual directions 


is indicated in the announcement that the expense 
of the election in San Francisco approximates 
|70;boo, as compared with that.of the last niuuici 
pal election, which was §44,9-10. The increase was 
not due to extra material or labor. The difference 
in the amount of paper consumed owing to the. 
larger ballot was about offset by the provision 
requiring extra clerks in municipal elections, the 
poll officers not being required to sum up the 
result, but carrying the ballots to the Regis- 
trar's office to be counted. The-increase in elec- 
tion costs was general. The public derives no 
more benefit from this high cost of voting than it 
enjoyed when Hie cost was a fourth as much, and 
t5ie method of indicating the electoral preference 
for men and measures certainty ought to be sus- 
ceptible of simplification. 


It can be imagined what an intense celebration 


wiU commemorate the unveiling of that statue iu 
the Place de la Concorde representing the two 
provinces Alsace-Lorraine, which for almost fifty 
years has been perpetually dressed in mourning, 
and which once a year, on the anniversary of the 
annexation of these provinces by the Germans, 
has been covered with mourning wreaths. The lost 
provinces have been regained, and the joy of the 
mother will be mingled with that of her children 
who were so ruthlessly severed. In all the time 
that has elapsed, notwithstanding the bereave- 
ment has been intensified by brutal efforts Co 
"cure" the home yearning, there has nevet been 
the slightest abatement of the desire for, or the 
expectation of, restoration. 


Three important bans have been removed—that 


on structural building, road building and automo- 
bile manufacture. They are three industries that 
distinctly mark American progress of the time. 
Many important buildings have been projected in 
our cities and towns, much road construction'has 
been arranged for, and the demand for automo- 
biles hn.s absorbed all that were in stock, and well 
cleaned up the accumulation of used cars. Many 
other bans have been raised, and the. country will 
soon become normal again in all respects, except 
as normality shall be exceeded by the expansion 
that has been restrained for the Inst four years.

If tha farmers of Caliiornla/will go 


•^systematically at the^wbrk with the 
samo determined faith that all other 
progressive branches of trade, busi- 
ness and science have been pushed, 
It would be easy not only to gain an 
increase of 25 per cent, but to double 
the present a\'erag» yield. We do not 
say this to observe how it will sound, 
but because we know it to be the 
truth. Ia there any reason why we 
should go on raising, an 
average 


wheat yield In the United States of 
14 bushels per acre when an average 
yield of 25 to 30 bushels is possible? 


Would it be consistent for men to- 


day to declare'that it was possible to 
make 600 pounds of butter from one 
cow In eleven months when it is,a 
fact that 1303 pounds has been made 
ft-om one cow in that length of time? 
While .hundreds of other cows -have 
produced from 700 to 1000 pounds, 
and yet the general average o£ all 
cows ten years ago was less than 150 
pounds. -, 


For over two years we have been 


observing, studying and experiment- 
ing in California-in the-capacity of 
Farm Adviser for the Southern Pa- 
cific ICo. Therefore, .wp have had frea 
access to all S. P/ territory. 
When 


we first came here, wo were met on 
every hand with the statement: "You 
may be able to get big results in 
Nebraska, 
Kansas 
and 
Colorado, 


wjiere, it rains 
during the entire 


growing season, but you can not do It 
here—our conditions are different." 


We are. ivow prepared to boldly 


state that tho difference In the cli- 
matic conditions are in favor, rather 
than against, the big yields w"hen~ we 
apply 
proper methods. 
California 


has a record of quite as large average 
yields pf wheat and barley without 
legation when her lands were new 
as any other State. .This being, true, 
why should the present average bo so 
much lower? 


The common answer Is: Our unirrl- 


gated lands have grown wheat and 
barley until our soils are worn out. 
The necessary elements for 
barley 


and wheat especially are So nearly ex- I 
hausted that we can not get large! 
yields again.

The theory that California's soil Is; 


worn Out because,;,, of cropping

many years is a inistake.. It is your! 
methods of farming which has ob-' 
talnc-d such physical conditions that 
nature can not do^Jts work, the evi- 
dence of which was apparent this 
year in nearly all grain fields that 
wore not Irrigated .asl.well as many 
that wero Irrigated.

were two distinct errors

fornia farmer, viz: poor fitting "and 
too Uiislt sctHlfhg.

On June 20, we passed a number 


of fields of, corn near Wheatland, in 
the : Sacramento valley. "'The two er- 
rors, referred to were apparent in all 
of "them,"but especially, so 
In 
two 


fields where the stand .was very spot- 
ted. It waa our judgment'the fields 
could be well divided into thirds. One 
third; laying dow,n In spots^bf irregu- 
lar shapes all. oyer; the ;tields, had 
nothing arowing on theni, indicating 
Poor fitting. A seed bed so coarse 
and. loose-,that'the' seed either had 
not germinated or had germinated, 
the result of a light shower, and be- 
cause of too loose soli, had dried out 
and the plants died; the latter was 
more likely the condition. 


Another third of the fields in sim- 


ilar spots' had ve'ry thick stands, Indi- 
cating .by chance .to have from some 
cause 'a finer,1 firmer seed and root 
bad, a condition that Is favorable to 
carrying unlfprmally 
more 
water. 


This higher per cent of water and the 
firmer soil _were both, favorable to 
root growth, but here hv spite o f - a 
more favorable soil condition was an- 
other-difficulty that • defeated 
the 


possible large yield, .too much seed; 
in fact, ail-these thicker parts were 
beginning to dry up. More 
plants 


were 
growing " than 
the 
limited 


amount o£ moisture could supply. 
The remaining 
third had a thin 


stand indicating that a small per cent 
of the seed had fallen where condi- 
tions were sufficiently favorable, for 
these Individual plants were strong 
and healthy. Thus Indicating-what the 
whole field, might have, been with 
better fitting and less seed. 


We saw similar conditions In some 


of the wheat and barley 
fields 
in 


southern San Joaquin valley. Then, 
what may be the reasonable conclu- 
sion? 
Simply this, better fitting of 


the fields—that is, a modest depth of 
plowing followed with a persistent 
effort to. pulverize, and 
thoroughly 


firm the lower portion of the furrow; 
slice and keep the top loose, but not 
too fine. Such conditions would cause 
not only the germination, but liberal 
rooting of all fertile seed. Then use 
much less seed—not over half of 
what all .these fields Indicated had 
been used, possibly one-third. Then 
there^ 
would 
have been 
a more 


healthy vigorous growth all over the 
fields, such as the scattering plants 
indicated in the fields referred to. 


It Is certainly plain logic to con- 


cede that one plant only requires half 
as much moisture to thrive on as two 
plants, or one plant takes one-third 
as much moisture as three; therefore, 
half the plants would grow twice aa 
long and nearly .twice as large as all 
on the same quantity of water. Re- 
member, however, that while water 
is the vital factor in growing crops, it 
Is by no means alone Its part to sup- 
ply the plant with drink.f Ono of its 
greatest functlons'ia found in Increas- 
ing available plant, food by Its Influ- 
ence In-prorhoting bacterial action. 


When a field is well • prepared— 


that la, the land Js plowed six inches 
and not over seven, and the seed arid 
root bed 'Or tho lower two-thirds o£ 
this plowed part made uniformly fine 
arid firm—it will carry the high per 
cent .of moisture or capillary water, 
with a low.per cent o£ air. This com- 
bination with the proper dcgreo of 
warmth is -the necessary ideal condi- 
tion for a liberal development ot soil 
bacteria; and when such conditions 
exist It is always indicated by the 
rapid healthy growth and dark green 
color of t.ne wheat and other grain 
plants.-

Risley Tells of Paris Celebration

ceived from Walter PJsley of tho 20th 
engineers tells of the parade which ha 
witnessed In Paris of the AJlIed nations 
In the celebration of the Fourth Liberty 
Bond drive. 
Young- Risley was one of the first Ala- 
meda Ittds to enter .the service of hi3 
country after the declaration "of war. 
He was on the TOseanla when flho was 
torpedoed off the Irish coast last spring. 
He Buffered no 111'effecta from tlie .ex- 
posure, and-waa sent to the front as 
soon B.B he landed In France. 
He has 
seen and been In many tight places 
sines then, as he haa driven a. motor 
truck up to the front lino trenches for 
several months. 
TRIP TO PARIS, 
Of his trip to Paris he says: 
"October 22, 1918. 
"Bear Mother—1 havo been here two 
days, «o have not had much time to 
.write as 1 have done 
eome 
running 
around. This traveling, on French rail- 
roads Is not very pleasant as they'have 
no sleepui-B or dining cars, and as the 
whole French population seema to-be 
on. the go-It's very crovvded—all traver- 
Ing, sleeping: and eating like a bunch ot 
Gypsies. Also the; trains'.aro from one 
to five hours' lato in a day's run, so 
you can't tell If you will arrive at any 
certain place this week or next. 
"I was lucky enough to have permis- 
sion to travel alono. thus avoiding tho 
dlscomforta of riding with a large cro>vd 
of soldiers, as traveling In large num- 
bers is a fright..

"At one big chang'a point I took tha 
notion that I wanted to see Pans and 
aa the Paris express was about to pull 
out I Jumped on.

The Mask Arrests 
' 


There is some complaint that undue harshness 


has been exercised in the enforcement of the mask 
ordinance. It can be said right ^ff thej-eerthat 
the person who respected the law, apd ^vOre hia 
mask properly, first seeing that it' was built 
according 
to 
legal 
specifications, 
was, not 


molested; but it may also be said that the mask 
ordinance was devised to compel observance of a 
precaution that was considered necessary-to ward 
off disease, and not merely calculated to enable 
minions of the law to show off their authority by 
summarily haling to prison all who might be 
caught napping. Where observance of the ordi- 
nance could be secured by warning, that would 
seem to have been a sensible way. Only where the 
person warned was recalcitrant and*defiant was a 
point to be made in arrest. As the. law was car- 
ried out, hundreds of normally law-abiding dti- 
ezns were arrested, and the police quarters and 
courts were clogged. So many were taken into 
custody that .injustices resulted from the delays 
and confusion in fixing bail, etc. Another prac- 
tice has been disclosed, in police judges letting off 
persons so arrested on condition that they give 
something to the Red Cross. There has been much 
criticism of this because it is so liable to abuse. 
On the records as the final disposition of such 
cases appears the check that they were dismissed. 
There is no provision for the exaction of money in 
such a manner, and no necessary way to show that 
.it is turned over to the Bed Cross. Such proceed- 
ings are altogether irregular, and the following of 
them, it is pointed out, may be setting n bad pre-

cedent. If a police judge may dismiss a prisoner 
on condition sthat he turn over money to the Red 
Cross, he may similarly dismiss him if he will 
turn over money for other uses. 
U. S. Senatorship 


With regard to the senatorship two years hence1,

For 
several years at intervals Seattle has nagged with 
figures that appear convincing,'.purporting to show 
how much more reasonable ita charges are than 
those of this port. Some experienced shipmaster* 
'affirm that inducements are held out there as to 
certain particulars, much as is done by a certain 
class of merchants, and when ships get in, they 
find the cut .more than made up in other things. 
But that is not what I started out^to discuss. 
There has been a convocation"of representatives of 
the cities controlling the.' several United States- 
ports on the Pacific, with the idea of formulating , 
n uniform schedule of charges. In consideration of 
this move the Harbor Board here appointed a com- 
mittee of shippers and shipmasters to go into the 
subject and recommend changes if they found such 
desirable. 
The committee consisted of Robert 


Dollar, A. MJ Newhall, M. J. Brandenstein, 0. H. 
Bentley, T. M. Barry, A. E. Anderson and Fred D. 
Parr. Their report was rendered October 4. It is 
brief, and in effect recommends that vessels In for-" 
eign and offshore trade be givfen free dockage and 
rentals, and that the tolls on cargo carried by such 
vessels be raised .to.equalize the present income; 
also that regular steamship lines,pay a, fair rental 
for assigned bertha. The proposed changes, it is 
explained, simply meet the competition of north- 
ern ports, and put'vessels coming into this port on) 
an equality, so far as^iarbor dues~gb,,with vessels

at other ports. Of course, this Investigation' and 
report concern only the-things under the jurlsdic-.
